Scripture 

❖ His dominion is an everlasting 
dominion. (Daniel 7:14) 

❖ you are from everlasting, LORD.

❖ I am the alpha and the omega, the one 
who is and who was and who is to 
come, the almighty.

Reflection 

❖ Is “His dominion” a place or a state of 
mind (spirit)? 

❖ Does describing Jesus as the “is”,

outside time? 

❖ How can one be beginning and the 
end at one time? Does this describe a 
spiritual time and space? 

❖ How do you enter and remain in a 
kingdom not defined in space or time 
- a kingdom “not here”? 

In our case, our years will be complete only 
when there are none left. Your years are a 
single day, and this day of yours is not a daily 
recurrence, but a simple “Today,” because your 
today does not give way to tomorrow, nor 
follow yesterday. Your today is eternity, and 
therefore your Son, to whom you said, “Today I 
have begotten you” is co-eternal with you. You 
have made all eras of time and you are before 
all time, and there was never a “time” when you 
did not exist. (St Augustine)
